McGovern wasn't first 
pick of Shriver either 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sar- 


gent Shriver, who was George 
McGovern's seventh choice at 
best for running-mate, says 
McGovern wasn't his first pick 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 


Shriver, the new vice-presi- 


dential nominee, told inter- 
viewers Thursday that he do- 
nated $2,000 to the presidential 
primary campaign of Sen. Ed- 
mund Muskie and helped him 
quietly until the Maine Demo- 
crat faltered at the polls. 


Shriver said he had consid- 


ered Muskie the man best able 
to unify the party and the coun- 
try-Later in the day, Shriver 
called on Maryland* Gov. Mar- 
vin Mandel and told newsmen 


that McGovern has not bound 
him to absolute agreement on 
all issues. 


Asked his stand on abortion, 


Shriver, a Roman Catholic, re- 
plied: "I'm not in favor of what 
is called abortion on demand ... 
This may be one of the issues 
where Sen. McGovern and I do 
differ." 


Shriver got the nod after 


Muskie and others turned down 
McGovern's offers. He was in- 
stalled on the ticket officially 
by the Democratic National 
Committee Tuesday night. 


At his rented estate in subur- 


ban Maryland, Shriver an- 
swered questions in a room 
cluttered with souvenirs from 
his Kennedy family in-laws, his 
children's toys and mementos 


of his own career as Peace 
Corps director and ambassa- 
dor. 


Appointed ambassador 
to 


Paris by Johnson, Shriver 
stayed on during Nixon's first 
year and left, he said, only 
when he became convinced the 
right steps toward peace were 
not being taken. 


"Nixon had peace literally 


handed to him in his lap,"in 
1969 he said. "He blew it." 


"I thought he had one of the 


great historic opportunities of 
my lifetime," Shriver said. "I 
thought he could have stopped 
the war. In my judgment, it 
would not have been difficult. I 
think we would have gotten bet- 
ter terms in 1969 than he can 
today." 


House rejects directive 
to pull out US. troops 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has given President Nix- 
on a victory and almost en- 
sured 'a new struggle with the 
Senate by rejecting a directive 
to pull all U.S. forces out of the 
Indochina war by Oct. 1. 


Thursday's 226-178 vote was 


the closest direct House vote 
ever on ending the war, but the 
margin was far wider than ei- 


ther backers or opponents had 
predicted. 


After striking out the war di- 


rective, the House passed a a 
|2.1-billion foreign-military-aid 
bill, 221 to 172, and sent it to 
the Senate. 


There it faces the danger of 


getting the same treatment the 
Senate gave its own military- 
assistance bill: approval of a 


rider cutting off money for the 
war in four months and then 
defeat of the whole bill. 


The fight then would turn to 


keeping military aid alive on 
an interim basis pending offi- 
cial revival later.

Last infantryman 
leaving Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) — The last 


U.S. combat infantrymen in 
Vietnam prepared to go home 
today, and for Ronald Wegerle 
it was none too soon. 


"Things weren't going too 


good," said the 21-year-old ser- 
geant from Wichita, Kan. "It 
was the same thing over and 
over. The men were getting 
tired and morale was getting 
bad. 


"We kept going out in the 


bush, and the feeling was we 
weren't accomplishing much. It 
seemed useless. All we'd do 
was walk. We'd be out several 
days, and we didn't seem to 
need to be out there at all." 
•, The news^ spread into {he 
'heid during the^past week-that 
the 3rd Battalion, 21st Infantry, 
was being phased out. The last 
240 men were flown back to Da 
Nang on Thursday to turn in 
their equipment and pack their 
bags. 


The U.S. Command made the 


announcement today, officially 
ending the 7%-year U.S. ground 
combat role in Vietnam. 


At peak strength in April 


there were 112 U.S. maneuver 
battalions as part of a 543,000- 
man force. By Sept. 1, the U.S. 
force will be cut to 39,000 men 
in Vietnam — advisers, logis- 
tics personnel, air crewmen 
and other technicians — and 


another 100,000 Air Force, Navy 
and Marine personnel fighting 
the war from air bases in Thai- 
land and Guam and from 7th 
Fleet ships off the coast of 
Vietnam. 


Wegerle said 
"everybody 


watched where they were walk- 
ing" after his Delta Comapny 
learned it was leaving combat 
for good.

cautious," he said. "They all 
wanted to go home." 


But five men were wounded 


by booby traps on security pa- 
trols. 


The last American combat in- 


fantrymen wounded in Viet- 
nam, Spec. 4. James McVicar, 
20, of Chester, Calif., is being 
flown to the United States on 
Saturday. 


The 3rd Battalion arrived in 


Vietnam in 1966 and eventually 
became part of the ill-fated 
Americal Division. The battal- 
ion's Alpha Company made 
headlines in August 1969 when 
it balked at going into combat.

by this past July 1. 


House antiwar forces mus- 


tered 175 and 193 votes on 
procedural motions interpreted 
as being against the war last 
year, but they were not direct 
yes-or-no tests.

Carruth" with a Lexa address 
and that the seventh bore the 


name "Walter Lane Carruth," 
whom Glaze said he assumed 
to be Carruth's son. 


"They might not have signed 


the petitions," Glaze said. "All 
I know is that their names ap- 
pear on them." 


Reached at his home, Car- 


ruth said he did sign petitions 
three times but that he could 
not remember signing more 
than that. 


He explaind that he had 


signed more than once because 
the circulators of two sets of 
the petitions told him that the 
copies he had signed were lost. 
He speculated that they might 
have been found. 


Carruth said he recalled sign- 


ing a petition once in a little 
country store and then signing 
one for his cousin. He signed a 
third one because both the first 
ones were supposed to have 
been lost. He said he wanted to 
examine the petitions before 
commenting on which ones 
were his signatures.

SAIGON (AP) -Hundredsof 


South Vietnamese were lulled 
trying to escape from Quang 
Tri City before its fall. The 
slaughter was indiscriminate, 
by definition a massacre. 


But from evidence at the 


scene and in the aftermath, the 
action April 29-30 was not "a 
deliberate North Vietnamese 
army massacre of helpless ci- 
vilians," as State .Department 
spokesman John King de- 
scribed it. 


The carnage suggested a 


cold-blooded North Vietnamese 
resolve to stop all traffic on 
Highway 1, in callous disregard 
of civilian targets. But there 
was no evidence of a deliberate 
intent to single out the civilian 
refugees. 


More than half the victims 


were South Vietnamese sol- 
diers, and Washington's esti- 
mate of 1,000 to 2,000 dead 
seems inflated. 


Interviews with survivors of 


the massacre and a visual in- 


spection of the death site in- 
dicate 200 to 600 dead. Panic 
was a major contributing factor 
to the bloodshed.

North Vietnamese forces sur- 


rounded Quang Tri and cut 
Highway 1, its southern escape 
route to Hue, a week before the 
fall of the province capital. 
South Vietnamese marines who 
were given the job of reopening 
the highway fought their way to 
within eight miles of Quang 


Tri. Three convoys of South 
Vietnamese troops and civilians 
tried to flee southward on High- 
way 1 between April 24 and 30. 
They were ambushed by North 
Vietnamese forces entrenched 
on both sides of the highway, 
four to eight miles southeast of 
Quang Tri. 


This correspondent was with 


South Vietnamese marines who 
fought their way to the south- 
ernmost ambush site April 30. 
Wounded survivors who passed 
the advancing marines said 
their convoy had been hit by 
mines, mortars, rocket gre- 
nades and small-arms fire from 
North Vietnamese dug in as 
close as 20 yards to the road- 
way. 


According to the State De- 


partment, the North Vietnam- 
ese used antipersonnel artillery 
shells with fuses set for air 
bursts, which "shredded the 
refugee column" with sprays of 
shrapnel. 


But frontline witnesses re- 


ported no air bursts before 
April 30 — any such would 
have killed troops of the ene- 
my's own ambush force as well 
as the fleeing South Vietnam- 
ese. 


Hundreds of wrecked vehicles 


and corpses littered a four-mile 
stretch of Highway 1. Four out 
of five vehicles were military 
— Jeeps, trucks, tanks, ar- 
mored personnel carriers, artil- 
lery pieces and ambulances. Ci- 
vilian vehicles included buses, 
motorcycles and bicycles.

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McGovern still 
having trouble 
with 'regulars' 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (AP) - 


Democratic presidential candi- 
date George McGovern is still 
having his troubles with the 
party regulars and the public 
opinion polls. But, he says, he 
has sampled the wind and his 
fortunes are on the rise. 


The same assessment was 


handed down by McGovern's 
political ally, Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff of Connecticut, who 
said McGovern's reception in 
Hartford Thursday afternoon 
was warm and enthusiastic and 
"was exactly the same as I 
saw for Harry Truman in 
1948." 


It was the first day of 


McGovern's two-day "listening 
tour" into New England, aimed 
at drawing out people on what 
is bothering them. 


The campaign swing con- 


cludes today with appearances 
here and New York City. The 
South Dakotan will spend Fri- 
day night and Saturday in 
Woodstock, N.Y., at the home 
of Yale economist James To- 
bin, a chief McGovern econom- 
ic adviser. 


After talking with shoe work- 


ers in Manchester, N.H., and 
insurance industry employes in 
Hartford, McGovern said, "I've 
heard first and foremost, a 
yearning, a virtual cry for 
peace." 


He added that workers he 


talked to were also worried 
about unemployment, tax re- 
form and "programs to help 
the older people." 


Just before McGovern began 


the New England trip, the Har- 
ris Survey showed him trailing 
President Nixon 57 to 34 with 9 
per cent undecided. 


And in Providence Thursday 


night, state Democratic Chair- 
man Lawrence P. McGarry and 
Providence Mayor Joseph A. 
Doorley both failed to show up 
for a fund-raising reception for 
their party's standard bearer. 
Doorley was in Washington 
Thursday and did not return for 
the McGovern affair. McGarry 
was reportedly in the state. 


McGarry and Doorley had en- 


dorsed Sen. Edmund S. Muskie 
of Maine for the Democratic 
presidential nomination.

Fonda investigation given month 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gressmen calling for prose- 
cution of actress Jane Fonda 
because of her antiwar broad- 
casts in Hanoi have given the 
Justice Department a month to 
pursue an inquiry into her ac- 
tivity. 


Turning down a member's re- 


quest that she be subpoenaed 
for hearings on her recent trip 
to North Vietnam, the House 
Internal Security 
Committee 


voted 8-1 Thursday to ask the 
Justice Department for a pro- 
gress report by Sept. 14. 


Rep. Robert F. Drinan, D- 


Mass., cast the dissenting vote. 


"This is the first time within 


memory that this committee 
(once known as the Un-Ameri- 
can Activites Committee) has 
refused to subpoena an un- 
friendly witness," Drinan said. 


"A majority of the members 


thought any subpoena would be 
premature," said the com- 
mittee chairman, Rep. Richard 
H. Ichord, D-Mo., after the pan- 
el's hour-long consideration of 
the attempt by Rep. Fletcher 
Thompson, R-Ga., to call the 
actress. 


Thompson said Ichord "wants 


in no way to interfere with her 
rights as a citizen — he made a 


strong case to protect her 
rights, but to insist that the 
Justice Department proceed 
with a thorough investigation." 


Ichord said the Justice De- 


partment is studying tapes of 
Miss Fonda's broadcasts, made 
last month, "to determine ... 
whether the broadcasts ... did 
indeed cause or attempt to 
cause disloyalty or refusal of 
duty" on the part of U.S. ser- 
vicemen who heard them. 


In Los Angeles, Miss Fonda, 


saying she has done nothing 
wrong, invited the Justice De- 
partment to review the broad- 
cast texts.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress has set the stage for an 
election-year impasse over the 
cost of social-welfare programs 
by sending President Nixon a 
$30.5-billion bill he is expected 
to veto.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fed- 


eral judges' authority to order 
busing for school desegregation 
has withstood an assault in the 
Senate but now must face a 
test in the House. 


By a 49-35 vote Thursday, the 


Senate killed an amendment by 
Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., 
that would have barred federal 
courts from ordering busing of 
children on the basis of race, 
religion, color or national ori- 
gin. 


In the House, the Rules Com- 


mittee cleared the way for a 
vote next Thursday on a bill al- 
lowing court-ordered busing 
only as a last resort for deseg- 
regation. 


Allen tried to have the Senate 


attach his antibusing provision 
to a bill authorizing additional 
funds for the American Revolu- 
tion Bicentennial Commission. 
The bill passed 87 to 0 after the 
amendment was killed. 


The amendment also would 


have barred federal officials 
from withholding or threatening 
to withhold any government 
funds to coerce a local school 
district into accepting a busing 
program to carry out deseg- 
regation. 


The amendment was identical 


to one proposed last February 
by Sen. Robert P. Griffin, R- 
Mich., to another bill. It was 
narrowly defeated at that time. 


The House bill, which cleared 


the committee on a 10-5 vote, 
would prohibit the busing of pu- 


pils in the first six grades any 
farther than the second-closest 
school to their home. In higher 
grades busing could be ordered 
only as a last resort. 


In every case, it would re- 


quire that the courts follow a 
prescribed list of solutions for 
unlawful segregation, such as 
redrawing 
school-attendance 


zones, building new schools and 
permitting student transfers, 
before busing could be ordered. 


In predominantly black inner- 


city schools, where busing of- 
fers the only means of deseg- 


regating, the bill would author* 
ize $500 million in extra federal 
aid as an alternative to busing. 


Rep. Albert H. Quie, R-Mint»., 


the bill's principal aulhot, said 
it would permit desegregation 
to continue without the emo- 
tional issue of long-distance 
busing.

Plan to foil 
hijackers 
proposed 


DALLAS (AP) — A three- 


point plan to fight skyjackers 
was proposed by airline pilots 
at a closed-door security semi- 
nar of pilots, management and 
law enforcement officers here 
this week.

Dear Dr. Lamb — 1 would 


appreciate your view on my 
situation. I'had a stroke in 
1965 and four serious heart 
attacks in 1966. Now I am 
having 
trouble 
with 
my 


breathing. I must use three 
pillows or my shortness of 
breath will keep me awake 
more than half of the night. 
My doctor claims the breath- 
ing is caused by nervousness 
and emotional tension but he 
doesn't prescribe anything 
for relief. I am 66 years old. 
What should I do? 


Dear Reader—Of course, 


I can't say without having 
information exactly what is 
causing your shortness of 
breath, but one of the signs 
that the heart is not function- 
ing as strongly as it should is 
shortness of breath. This is 
caused by the accumulation 
of fluid in the lungs. The 
fluid literally backs up in the 
lungs because the left side of 
the heart is weak. There are 
other things which cause 
shortness of breath but this 
is the first thing one thinks of 
in a person who has heart 
disease. Your doctor has 
probably already considered 
this and must not think this 
is the case. 


Your letter suggests that 


you do not have confidence 
in your doctor's opinion. If 
your problem is nervousness 
and emotional tension, one 
factor in relieving this would 
be to satisfy your own mind 
that your heart is all right. 
So, I think you should ask 
your doctor to send you to a 
heart specialist for a con- 
sultation. All reputable doc- 
tors welcome consultations 
from another physician and 
sometimes 
such consulta- 


tions really help the doctor 


WIN AT BRIDGE

problem. If your heart is all 
right, you will be happier and 
even be a better patient. In 
general, if a doctor refused 
to arrange for a consultation 
when a patient asks for one 
something is wrong. The 
American Medical Assn. en- 
courages consultations with 
other doctors.

radiation can have side ef- 
fects. For this reason limits 
of exposure to radiation over 
a given period of time have 
been set for human beings. 
Unless the person is in an 
occupation that causes him 
to be exposed to radiation, 
tlie usual number of X rays 
done for medical examina- 
tions doesn't pose a problem. 
Certainly they pose less of a 
threat to the patient than not 
taking the X rays and failing 
to diagnose an important 
medical problem. Most ra- 
diologists are well-versed on 
this problem and are not 
likely to use an excessive 
amount of X rays in studying 
their patients.

al monitors" to the county to 
make certain that the Novem- 
ber general election is con- 
ducted fairly.

Inc., said He formed the group 
after he became alarmed at 
voting practices in the county. 


"We've got dead people on 


the roster who vote," he said. 
"One was proven dead 17 years 
and voting — the headstone is 
out in the graveyard." 


Davis also said "every" regu- 


lation of the Arkansas election 
code had been violated. He said 
there were no voting booths 
and that voting was done with 
a lead pencil so that votes 
Could be altered. 


"There's no basis for the ac- 


cusations," Sheriff Roy Barker 
said. "Our county government 
is operated by the people and is 
checked and rechecked by the 
authorities." 


County Clerk Lester Collins 


said it seemed to him "like this 
is a bunch of troublemakers. 
There's not much truth to any- 
thing they say." 


Barker and Collins noted that 


Davis is an independent candi- 


date for county judge. 


The state attorney general's 


office said it was unable to find 
a statute requiring that pens be 
furnished voters. 


Davis also charged that "at 


least 1,000 votes were stolen 
and manipulated in the county 
in the June 13 Democratic pri- 
mary runoff between Sen. John 
L. McClellan and Rep. David 
Pryor. 


The group said that Pros. 


Atty. Terry Poynter of Moun- 
tain Home had been asked to 
impound three ballot boxes in 
connection with *the county 
judge's race in the May-30 pref- 
erential primary.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


possibility of proposing a na- 
tional value-added tax has been 
pushed to a back burner by 
President Nixon's adminia- 
tration-but the burner appar- 
ently hasn't been turned off.

sociated Press, Treasury Un- 
dersecretary Edwin S. Cohen 
emphasized that nothing he 
said should be taken to mean a 
decision has been made or is 
imminent on proposing the 
levy, a form of national sales 
tax. Cohen, regarded at Treas- 
ury as a high-level expert and 
adviser, said the final word on 
any major tax proposal would 
be Nixon's. 


Congress is expected to begin 


a major tax review next year. 
Democrats are pledged to loop- 
hole-closing, the administration 
has said it wants to simplify 
the revenue code—and if huge 
deficits continue, more tax 
money may have to be raised 
somehow. 


Cohen skid, "VAT will be an 


option available at some time 
or other for several things." 


The administration has spok- 


en of value-added as a possible 
means of providing federal fi- 
nancing for education and thus 
relieving state and local prop- 
erty taxes now used for this 
purpose. 


Difficulties developed, how- 


ever, in devising ways to be 
sure that such federal contribu- 
tions wotfd be used to moder- 
ate the property taxes levied by 
the states and thousands of lo- 
cal jurisdictions. 


The White Mouse referred the 


matter to the Advisory Council 
on Intergovernmental Rela* 
tions, which is not expected to 
send its recommendations to 
Nixon until after the November 
election. 


The issue is already deep in 


presidential politics. The Demo- 
cratic platform adopted last 
month accuses the adminis- 
tration of shifting tax burdens 
to the average wage-earner and 
says of value-added: "We op- 
pose this price-raising unfair 
tax in any form." 


In its pure form, the levy is a 


tax added at each stage in the 
production and sale of goods 
and services.

Q. I will be age 65 in a few 


months but have no immediate 
plans to retire. Will it be 
necessary for me to go to the 
social security office to enroll in 
the Medicare program? 


A. You will need to apply with 


social security about 3 months 
before you become age 65. 
However, a trip to the social 
security office will not be 
necessary. Telephone your 
local social security office and 
explain your situation. They 
will complete the application 
forms and mail them to you to 
be signed and returned by mail. 


Q. My first husband died 


about 10 years ago. My child, 
now age 14, and I received 
social security checks following 
his death. About 3 years ago I 
remarried and my check was 
stopped but I still receive a 
check for my child. My last 
marriage ended in divorce 
recently. Would I be eligible for 
social security checks again? 


A. It appears you need to 


complete an application with 
social security for benefits on 
your first husband's record. 
You should telephone the local 
social security office and-they 
will explain what is needed to 
start your benefits from social 
security again on his record.
